MONTANA  DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL  SCIENCES 

The  Montana  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  was 
created  by  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971,  Previous  to 
that  creation,  policy-making  functions  for  health-related  issues 
existed  within  the  Montana  Board  of  Health.  The  Board,  now  known 
as  the  Board  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences,  retains  the 
ability  to  adopt  rules,  regulations,  and  standards.  The  Board 
also  serves  as  a  quasi- judicial  body  that  can  accept  or  reject 
the  issuance  of  certain  licenses,  permits,  variances,  and 
exceptions  to  rules  and  regulations. 

The  mission  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental 
Sciences  is  to  protect  and  promote  the  health  of  the  people  of 
Montana.  In  doing  so,  the  Department  is  charged  with  the  ability 
to  implement  beneficial  public  health  programs  and  enforce  public 
health  laws  and  regulations.  The  Department  also  cooperates  with 
local  and  private  sources  in  determining  Montana's  health  care 
needs,  developing  programs  designed  to  help  meet  those  needs,  and 
continual  evaluation  of  current  public  health  programs. 

Department  activities  are  carried  out  at  the  statewide  level  or 
through  local  health  programs.  Those  activities  include  a 
variety  of  administrative  and  regulatory  functions  for  approval 
of  construction  or  purchase  of  certain  medical  facilities, 
inspection  and  certification  of  public  health  care  facilities, 
inspection  and  regulation  of  hazardous  materials  in  the 
environment,  and  administration  of  a  number  of  Federally  funded 
health  services  designed  to  prevent  or  decrease  the  incidence  of 
health-related  problems  and  prevent  deterioration  of  preexisting 
health-related  disorders.  However,  the  Department  does  not 
regulate,  control,  or  supervifje  local  health  services.  Some 
services  provided  by  counties  on  behalf  of  the  State  are 
reimbursed  by  the  Department. 
Department  activities  are  financed   through  a  variety  of   funding 


sources.  The  Federal  Maternal  and  Child  Health  Block  Grant 
(MCHBG)  and  Preventive  Health  and  Health  Services  Block  Grant 
(PHHSBG)  and  several  categorical  grants  required  for  specific 
purposes  account  for  the  Department's  primary  funding.  The 
remainder  of  Department  funding  is  attributed  to  State  general 
funds,  special  revenues,  and  proprietary  funds  or  indirect 
assessments . 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  is  provided 
for  in  Section  2-5-2101,  MCA,  and  its  general  power  and  duties 
are  specified  in  Section  50-1-202,  MCA.  Its  services  are  carried 
through  three  divisions:  Health  Services,  Environmental 
Sciences,  and  Centralized  Services.  A  regional  office  in 
Billings  serves  environmental  program  needs  in  eastern  Montana. 


OFFICE  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

The  Office  of  the  Director  is  responsible  for  overall  management 
and  program  support  for  the  Department,  including  coordination 
and  provision  of  policy  development  and  administration.  The 
Office  includes  the  Director,  a  Deputy  Director,  personnel 
functions,  a  legal  unit,  a  special  projects/hearing  officer,  an 
administrative  secretary,  and  a  hearings  reporter. 


The  Director  is  appointed  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana 
and  confirmed  by  the  Montana  Senate.  The  Director  provides 
overall  policy  direction  and  advice  to  the  Governor  with  respect 
to  health  and  environmental  issues.  Additionally,  the  Director 
is  responsible  for  carrying  out  policy  developed  with  the 
Governor,  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  relevant  statutes  passed 
into  law  by  the  Legislature. 

The  legal  services  unit  provides  legal  support  services  in  all 
relevant  aspects  to  Department  programs.   Among  other  activities. 


the  unit's  lawyers  interpret  legislative  intent  on  statutes  that 
affect  programs,  represent  the  Department  in  civil  actions,  are 
involved  in  enforcement  activities  related  to  health  or 
environmental  laws,  and  assist  in  developing  language  for 
administrative  rules  or  proposed  legislation. 

The  Office  of  the  Director,  including  the  legal  unit,  is  funded 
with  State  general  funds  and  allocations  of  indirect  assessments, 
or  internal  reallocation  of  funds  authorized   by  the  Legislature. 


MONTANA  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  AND  ENVIRONMENTAL  SCIENCES 

The  Board  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  was  established  by 
the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  of  1971.  The  seven  member  Board 
is  a  quasi- judicial  body  that  reviews  actions  on  certain  Depart- 
ment-issued licenses,  permits,  and  variances.  The  Board  is  also 
authorized  to  adopt  rules,  regulations,  and  standards  for 
relevant  public  health  issues.  The  Board  of  Health  was 
originally  created  in  1901.  During  the  period  between  1901  and 
1971,  the  Board  underwent  many  changes,  but  maintained  the 
ability  to  direct  the  policies  and  administrative  functions  of 
the  Department  of  Health. 

The  two  primary  duties  of  the  Board,  as  defined  in  50-1-301,  MCA, 
are  to  advise  the  Department  in  public  health  matters,  and  to 
hold  hearings  and  take  testimony  in  matters  relating  to  the 
duties  of  the  Board.  In  respect  to  the  duties  of  the  Board, 
emphasis  is  placed  on  issues  surrounding  environmental  concerns 
as  they  are  related  to  public  health. 

The  three  subject  areas  that  demand  the  greatest  amount  of  Board 
energy  and  time  are:  air  pollution,  water  pollution,  and  occupa- 
tional  healtli.    The   Board  adopts   rulee,  insues   orders,  holds 


hearings,  and  takes  official  action  on  classifications,  applica- 
tions, standards,  and  regulations  in  each  of  the  subject  areas. 
The  Board  also  has  general  supervision  over  public  waters  and 
regulation  of  radioactive  materials  and  the  use  of  radiation. 

In  several  chapters  of  Title  75,  MCA,  the  Board  is  responsible 
for  adopting,  amending,  and  repealing  rules  for  the  adminis- 
tration, implementation,  and  enforcement  of  laws  that  deal  with 
environmental  protection  and  public  health.  The  Board  may  hold 
hearings  and  receive  testimony  relating  to  any  aspect  of  the 
administration  of  duties  set  forth  in  the  MCA. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental 
Sciences  serves  as  the  Secretary  to  the  Board.  In  serving  at 
such  capacity,  the  Director  provides  pertinent  information  to  the 
Board  with  respect  to  Department  activities.  All  seven  members 
of  the  Board  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  consistent  with  2-15- 
2104,  MCA.  The  Board's  operational  budget  originates  from  the 
State  general  fund. 
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HEALTH  SERVICES  DIVISION 

The  Health  Services  Division  is  responsible  for  improving  and 
preserving  the  health  of  Montana  residents  through  various  ser- 
vices, education  and  activities. 

The  Health  Services  Division  Administrator  is  responsible  for 
overall  operations  of  the  Health  Services  Division.  Regular 
functions  include  development  and  communication  of  Division 
policy  and  management  of  resources.  Additionally,  the  Admini- 
strator serves  in  an  advisory  role  in  the  formulation  and 
implementation  of  Department  policy. 

The  Administrator  also  serves  as  a  coordinator  of  Department 
services  to  local  areas  and  represents  local  health  department 
concerns  to  the  Department  of  Health.  An  assistant  Administrator 
and  an  administrative  secretary  aid  in  discharging  the  functions 
of  the  Administrator's  office. 

The  Division  consists  of  the  Bureaus  of  Health  Planning;  Emer- 
gency Medical  Services;  Licensing,  Certification  and  Construc- 
tion; Family/Maternal  and  Child  Health;  and.  Preventive  Health 
Services . 

Primary  funding  sources  of  Health  Services  Division  Bureaus  and 
programs  originate  from  the  federal  Maternal  and  Child  Health 
Block  Grant  and  Preventive  Health  and  Health  Services  Block 
Grant,  state  general  funds,  and/or  state  special  revenue  funds. 
Some  programs  generate  revenue  through  licenses,  fees,  and 
certificates,  and  apply  those  funds  as  operational  costs  or 
revert  them  to  the  state  general  fund. 


HEALTH  PIiANNING  BUREAU 

The  Health  Planning  Bureau  administers  the  state  Certificate  of 
Need  Program  for  medical  facilities;  produces  a  state  health 
plan;  and  accumulates  and  disseminates  statewide  health  facility 
data. 

The  Certificate  of  Need  Program  is  used  to  determine  the  ap- 
propriateness and  necessity  of  construction  or  expansion  of 
medical  facilities  in  Montana.  The  program  is  authorized  in  50- 
5-301,  MCA,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  ARM  16.32.101. 
Certificate  of  Need  laws  and  rules  are  administered  in  accordance 
with  criteria  contained  in  the  State  Health  Plan. 

The  State  Health  Plan  is  published  every  three  years,  with 
relevant  health  facility  information  updated  annually.  As 
described  in  50-5-403,  MCA,  the  State  Health  Plan  specifies 
relative  need  for  new  health  facility  projects. 

Any  health  care  facility  proposing  to  expand  or  construct  new 
services,  and  are  not  exempt  from  a  Certificate  of  Need  review 
for  that  specific  expansion  or  construction,  must  submit  a  Letter 
of  Intent  to  the  Bureau.  Subsequently,  the  proposal  must  be 
described  in  an  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Need.  In 
reviewing  the  application  and  State  Health  Plan  data.  Bureau 
staff  will  recommend  approval  or  denial  of  the  proposal  to  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences. 
As  circumstances  may  dictate,  a  public  informational  hearing  may 
be  conducted  to  collect  additional  information  for  a  recommenda- 
tion to  approve  or  deny  a  Certificate  of  Need. 

The  Statewide  Health  Coordinating  Council  acts  as  an  advisory 
board  to  the  Health  Planning  Bureau.  The  primary  function  of  the 
Council  is  to  oversee  the  preparation  of  the  State  Health  Plan  by 
Health   Planning  personnel.   The  Council   then  approves  or  disap- 


proves  the  plan  in  the  form  of  a  recommendation  to  the  Governor 
for  his  approval.  Additionally,  Health  Planning  personnel  serve 
as  staff  to  the  Council. 

Other  elements  of  Bureau  activities  are  to  aid  communities  in 
respect  to  rural  health  issues,  area  health  manpower  shortage 
designations,  and  uncompensated  care  monitoring  in  health  care 
facilities  that  participate  in  the  Hill-Burton  program. 

The  Bureau  is  staffed  with  a  bureau  chief,  two  health  care 
professionals,  and  two  technical  support  staff.  Inquiries 
concerning  the  Certificate  of  Need  Program,  medical  facility 
data,  and  statewide  health  care  planning  in  general  are  typically 
directed  to  the  Bureau. 

The  Bureau  operates  on  state  general  funds.  A  portion  of  its 
operating  cost  is  made  up  through  a  Certificate  of  .Need  applica- 
tion fee. 

The  State  Health  Plan  and  supporting  data  are  available  to  the 
public.  The  Bureau  is  often  asked  to  provide  information  and 
technical  consultation  to  health  care  providers  statewide  on  a 
variety  of  health  care  and  related  issues. 
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EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICES  BUREAU 

The  Emergency  Medical  Services  (EMS)  Bureau  plans  and  coordinates 
the  development  and  implementation  of  a  state  EMS  program  (50-6- 
101,  MCA).  Activities  include:  administration  of  the  EMS 
licensing  program  for  air  ambulances,  ground  ambulances,  and  non- 
transporting  medical  units  (50-6-301,  MCA;  ARM  16.30.101); 
administration  of  all  levels  of  the  emergency  medical  technician 
and  first  responder  examination  and  certification  programs  (50- 
6-201,  MCA);  training  of  persons  who  manage  EMT  and  first 
responder  training  programs  at  the  local  level;  administration 
and  funding  of  the  Montana  poison  control  system;  and, 
implementing  a  state  EMS  plan. 

Additionally,  the  EMS  Bureau  conducts  other  specialized  edu- 
cational and  training  programs  for  various  disciplines  and 
professionals  in  the  EMS  field.  Participants  are  offered 
technical  assistance,  training  manuals  and  handbooks,  and  on- 
site  assistance.  Subsequently,  many  law  enforcement  officials, 
fire  fighters,  and  other  public  safety  participants  of  the 
emergency  medical  training  program  are  trained  and  certified  for 
Montana's  first  responder  program.  All  emergency  medical 
technicians  are  certified  by  the  Montana  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners. 

An  advanced  trauma  life  support  program  for  physicians,  physician 
assistants,  and  nurses  is  coordinated  through  the  EMS  Bureau. 
Also,  EMS  manages  the  Montana  poison  control  system  that  allows 
for  public  access  to  information  and  public  and  professional 
education  on  poison-related  issues.  In  case  of  a  poison-related 
emergency,  the  toll  free  number  is  1-800-525-5042. 

Recent  legislation  provides  for  a  "peer  review"  committee  to 
assist  the  Department  and/or  the  Board  of  Health  with  review  of 
complaints   and  requests   for  waivers   from  EMS   licensing  rules. 
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Additional  program  advice  is  obtained  from  a  variety  of  sources, 
including  the  Montana  Medical  Association  Committee  on  Emergency 
Medical  Services,  the  Montana  Committee  on  Trauma  of  the  American 
College  of  Surgeons,  and  the  Montana  Emergency  Medical  Services 
Association. 

The  EMS  Bureau  is  staffed  with  a  bureau  chief,  four  emergency 
program  professionals,  and  three  administrative  support  staff. 
Questions  on  the  various  training  programs,  EMS  policies,  licens- 
ing and  certification,  public  information,  and  poison  control  are 
commonly  referred  to  the  appropriate  program  officer.  EMS  is 
funded  with  a  mixture  of  general  funds,  state  special  revenue 
funds,  and  Preventive  Health  and  Health  Services  Block  Grant 
funds.  Special  revenue  funds  consist  of  fees  collected  for 
emergency  medical  technician  training  and  testing. 
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LICENSING.  CERTIFICATION  AND  CONSTRUCTION  BUREAU 

The  Licensing,  Certification  and  Construction  Bureau  is  respon- 
sible for  monitoring  the  operation,  maintenance,  and  design  of 
various  health  care  facilities  and  related  facilities  and  ser- 
vices. Hospitals,  long-term  care  facilities  (nursing  homes), 
home  health  agencies,  medical  laboratories,  outpatient  physical 
or  speech  therapy  facilities,  renal  dialysis  units,  ambulatory 
surgical  centers,  mental  health  and  developmentally  disabled 
treatment  facilities,  hospice  care,  swing  beds,  and  chemical 
dependency  treatment  facilities  are  all  under  the  monitoring 
jurisdiction  of  the  Bureau. 

The  Bureau  has  legal  authority  to  issue  licenses,  grant  Medicaid 
certification,  and  recommend  Medicare  certification  for  facil- 
ities and  services  that  meet  regulations.  It  has  the  legal 
responsibility  to  promulgate  and  revise  licensing  regulations,  to 
investigate  and  act  upon  citizens'  complaints,  and  to  revoke  the 
license  or  certification  of  any  facility  or  service  which  falls 
below  minimum  standards  and  jeopardizes  the  health  or  safety  of 
the  patients  or  clients.  General  licensing  requirements  are 
found  in  50-5-201,  MCA,  and  ARM  16.32.  Frequently,  Bureau 
personnel  respond  to  public  inquiries  in  respect  to  licensing  and 
construction  standards  and  related  issues. 

In  order  to  carry  out  licensing  and  certification  activities,  the 
Bureau's  20  full  time  surveyors  conduct  initial  and  annual 
surveys  of  Montana's  health  care  providers  to  ensure  they  are  in 
compliance  with  legal  and  administrative  rules  and  regulations. 
Additionally,  the  Bureau  operates  under  a  bureau  chief,  two 
building  construction  consultants  (one  of  which  serves  as  deputy 
state  fire  marshal),  a  program  specialist,  and  five  support 
staff.  The  Bureau  is  funded  with  Medicaid  and  Medicare  funds  and 
from  the  state  general  fund. 
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FAMILY/MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH  BUREAU 

The  Family/Maternal  and  Child  Health  Bureau  maintains  administra- 
tive responsibility  for  the  following  programs:  Handicapped 
Children's  Services;  Family  Planning;  Women,  Infants,  and 
Children  (WIC);  and  the  Child  Nutrition  Program  -  Child  Care  Food 
Program.  Additionally,  the  F/MCH  Bureau  administration  includes 
Maternal  and  Child  Health  Aid  to  Counties,  Newborn  Metabolic 
Screening,  MCH  Staff  Development,  and  a  Special  Project  of 
Regional  and  National  Significance. 

MCH  Block  Grant  funds  are  distributed  to  counties  (Aid  to  Coun- 
ties program)  to  provide  health-related  services  to  low-income 
mothers  and  children.  The  funds  are  allocated  on  a  formula 
basis.  The  components  of  the  formula  are:  the  total  county 
population;  the  number  of  women  in  the  county  that  are  of  child- 
bearing  age  (15  -  44);  and,  the  number  of  children  in  the  county. 
For  every  $4.00  in  Federal  grant  funds  provided,  counties  are 
required  to  contribute  another  $3.00. 

All  activities  of  the  Bureau  must  be  conducted  in  accordance  with 
Title  V  of  the  Social  Security  Act,  as  amended  in  1981.  The  1981 
modifications  enabled  each  state  to  provide  certain  services  with 
block  grant  funds.  First,  women  with  low  income  or  limited 
access  to  health  care  are  assured  quality  maternal  and  child 
health  services.  The  second  area  of  concern  is  the  reduction  of 
infant  mortality  and  the  incidence  of  preventable  diseases  and 
handicapping  conditions  among  children.  Accordingly,  these  goals 
may  be  accomplished  by  increasing  the  number  of  children,  espe- 
cially of  pre-school  age,  who  are  appropriately  immunized  against 
disease,  and  increasing  the  number  of  low  income  children  receiv- 
ing health  assessments  and  follow-up  diagnostic  and  treatment 
services.  Additional  services  are  made  available  for  mothers  and 
children  -  especially  those  with  low  incomes. 
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The  third  state  obligation  is  to  provide  rehabilitative  services 
to  blind  and  disabled  individuals  under  the  age  of  16  and  who  are 
receiving  benefits  under  Title  XVI.  Finally,  the  Title  V  amend- 
ments enabled  states  to  provide  medical,  surgical,  or  corrective 
services  for  crippled  children  or  children  who  are  suffering  from 
conditions  leading  to  crippling.  Referral  to  facilities  for 
diagnosis,  hospitalization,  and  aftercare  is  also  provided. 

The  F/MCH  Bureau  furnishes  medical  direction  to  the  Newborn 
Metabolic  Screening  Program  in  which  each  newborn  infant  in 
Montana  is  tested  for  phenylketonuria  (PKU),  galactosemia,  and 
hypothyroidism.  The  Program  supplies  testing  materials  and 
services  to  hospitals,  physicians,  and  others  for  a  fee,  which 
includes  analysis  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental 
Science  Laboratory  in  Helena.  The  testing  program  is  authorized 
in  50-19-203,  MCA,  and  is  funded  with  fee  revenues.  The  test  is 
mandatory. 

The  F/MCH  Bureau  administration  administers  a  Special  Project  of 
Regional  and  National  Significance  funded  from  the  MCH  block 
grant.  The  program,  entitled  "Children  with  Special  Health  Care 
Needs,"  is  a  community-based,  multi-discipline  program  developed 
to  assist  Montana  children  and  their  families  with  their  special 
health  care  needs.  The  program's  primary  concentration  is  case 
management  for  children  with  special  health  needs  in  Montana's 
frontier  communities. 

MCH  Staff  Development,  funded  with  MCH  Block  Grant  funds, 
provides  the  Health  Services  Division  of  DHES  with  the  capa- 
bility to  review  existing  programs  and  activities.  The  Staff 
Development  program  is  a  vehicle  to  accumulate  pertinent  Bureau 
data  and  plan  for  future  state  and  local  maternal  and  child 
health  needs  through  a  statewide  network  approach. 
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Handicapped  Children's  Services  Program 

The  Handicapped  Children's  Services  (HCS)  program  is  concerned 
with  the  early  detection,  diagnosis,  rehabilitation,  and  preven- 
tion of  physically  handicapping  conditions  in  children  with 
special  health  care  needs  from  birth  to  age  18.  Services  are 
provided  to  children  who  meet  income  guidelines  currently  set  at 
185  percent  of  the  poverty  level  as  annually  determined  by  the 
Federal  government.  Eligibility  for  the  program  is  determined  by 
the  severity  of  the  handicapping  condition,  gross  family  income, 
family  size,   and  availability  of  alternative  sources  of  payment. 

For  those  who  are  eligible,  HCS  will  pay  for  evaluation  and 
diagnostic  services  arranged  through  private  providers,  regional 
centers,  and  clinics.  In  addition,  HCS  will  pay  for  approved 
surgery  and  related  hospitalization,  special  medications  and 
infant  formulas,  genetic  evaluations,  braces,  and  other  therapies 
as  needed.  The  emergency  medical  transport  of  newborn  infants 
and  their  mothers  can  also  be  covered. 

HCS  contracts  with  physicians  who  are  specialists  to  provide 
clinics  for  children  who  might  otherwise  go  out  of  state  to 
receive  care,  or  go  without  the  needed  care.  Clinics  in  Helena, 
Butte,  Bozeman,  Great  Falls,  Missoula,  Kalispell,  Miles  City,  and 
Billings  are  provided  for  Montana  children  with  heart  and  cleft 
palate  problems.  Funds  are  provided  to  support  a  regional 
handicapped  children's  center  in  Billings.  HCS  also  provides 
clinics  for  children  with  neurological  problems,  juvenile 
rheumatoid  arthritis,  and  related  diseases. 

While  payment  of  medical  bills  is  an  important  segment  of  program 
activities,  HCS  staff  will  also  assist  families  in  the  process  of 
insurance  payments.  HCS  makes  referrals  to  local  public  and 
tribal  health  nurses  and  to  other  services  available  to  the 
children,  and  will  often  work  with  out-of-state  health  care 
providers  in  locating  necessary  care  not  available  in-state.   HCS 
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seeks  to  ensure  that  care  of  children  on  the  program  is  planned 
and  coordinated  so  that  the  most  effective  medical  care  and 
rehabilitation  is  provided. 

HCS  is  funded  by  the  MCH  Block  Grant.  Under  the  program  super- 
visor, there  is  a  public  health  nurse,  and  two  support  personnel. 
HCS  receives  program  guidance  from  an  HCS  Advisory  Committee, 
made  up  of  health  care  providers.  Medical  concerns  are  referred 
to  the  HCS  Medical  Director. 

Family  Planning 

The  Family  Planning  program  provides  comprehensive  family  plann- 
ing services  through  fourteen  local  family  planning  agencies  to 
women  aged  15  -  44,  with  priority  given  to  low  income  women. 
Information,  education,  counseling,  and  basic  reproductive  health 
care  services  are  available  for  the  reduction  of  unplanned  or 
mistimed  pregnancies.  Family  Planning  services  aid  in  reducing 
the  incidence  of  premature  births,  low  birth  weight,  birth 
defects,  and  abortions. 

Complementary  to  its  role  in  preventive  health  planning.  Family 
Planning  also  offers  diagnosis  or  referral  for  general  health 
problems  that  can  affect  future  pregnancy,  fetal  development,  and 
maternal  health. 

Family  Planning  is  primarily  financed  with  federal  Title  X  and 
PHHS  and  MCH  Block  Grant  funds,  therefore  requiring  periodical 
evaluation  of  local  agencies  to  ensure  compliance  with  Federal 
guidelines.  Local  programs  are  also  responsible  for  limited 
community-based  education  activities.  Family  Planning  makes 
available  training  and  education  to  local  staff  to  ensure  the 
population  in  need  is  being  served.  Additionally,  the  grants 
that  fund  the  local  agencies  are  administered  through  the  Depart- 
ment office  in  Helena.  Therefore,  inquiries  into  the  Family 
Planning   activities  can   either   be  directed   to  a   local  agency

office  or  to  the  Helena  office.  Also,  the  Helena  office 
publishes  a  program  fact  sheet  and  makes  available  other  relevant 
printed  materials. 

In  addition  to  federal  funding  sources.  Family  Planning  received 
state  general  fund  support  for  the  1990-91  biennium.  The  Program 
is  staffed  v/ith  a  supervisor,  three  program  professionals,  and 
one  staff  support  person. 

Women.  Infants,  and  Children  (WIC) 

WIC  is  the  special  supplemental  food  program  for  Women,  Infants 
and  Children.  WIC  assists  low-income  pregnant  and  breastfeeding 
women,  women  who  have  recently  given  birth,  and  infants  and 
children  up  to  age  five  who  are  at  health  risk.  Assistance  is  in 
the  form  of  nutrition  assessment,  education,  and  counseling  to 
improve  eating  behavior;  supplemental  food  with  high  nutritional 
value;  access  to  health  care  programs;  and,  prenatal  and 
pediatric  care  referrals. 

The  WIC  program  is  designed  to  help  improve  pregnancy  results  by 
provision  of  or  referral  to  support  services  necessary  for  full- 
term  pregnancies.  In  turn,  infant  mortality  rates  are  reduced 
through  decreased  low  birth  weight  babies;  and  infants  and 
children  benefit  from  a  healthy  start  in  life  with  their  nutri- 
tional needs  being  met  at  this  important  developmental  stage  in 
their  lives.  Eligibility  based  on  income  is  determined  at  185 
percent  of  the  Federal  poverty  threshold. 

Other  benefits  that  result  from  participation  in  WIC  include 
nutritional  dietary  models  that  can  be  followed  after  leaving  the 
program,  increased  brain  growth  in  infants  as  a  result  of  heal- 
thier diets  for  pregnant  women,  and  increased  intellectual 
capacity  in  children.  Additionally,  Montana  children  have 
experienced  a  decrease  in  the  rate  of  anemia  as  a  direct  result 
or  participation  in  the  WIC  program.

WIC  is  managed  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
(USDA)  under  Public  Law  95-627,  Child  Nutrition  Act  of  1966. 
Current  federal  regulations  were  consolidated  July,  1988  (7  CFR 
246).  The  program  is  funded  with  a  USDA  grant,  administered  by 
the  DHES  through  State  rules  (ARM  16.26.101). 

WIC  publishes  a  variety  of  service-related  materials  and  program 
information.  Nutrition  education  and  counseling  information  can 
be  obtained  from  any  of  the  32  local  programs  that  serve  47 
counties  and  7  Indian  reservations  or  from  the  Helena  office. 
WIC  coordinates  many  activities  with  the  Healthy  Mothers/Healthy 
Babies  program,  Montana  Perinatal  Program,  Handicapped  Children's 
Services,  Medicaid,  Food  Stamps,  and  other  private  and  p-ublic 
health  providers. 

Additionally,  the  Helena  office  staff  routinely  collect  extensive 
information  about  nutrition  problems  for  research  and  analysis  by 
State  and  local  WIC  agencies.  There  are  currently  eight  full 
time  staff  in  WIC.  The  program  supervisor  is  supported  by  two 
public  health  nutritionists,  one  program  specialist,  and  four 
administrative  and  support  personnel. 

Child  Nutrition  Program  -  Child  Care  Food  Program 

The  Child  Nutrition  Program  -  Child  Care  Food  Program  provides 
reimbursement  for  meals  meeting  specific  nutritional  requirements 
which  are  served  to  children  enrolled  in  licensed,  nonprofit, 
nonresidential  licensed  or  approved  child  care  centers.  Head 
Start  programs,  child  care  homes,  and  outside-school-hours 
programs.  Private,  for-profit  centers  that  receive  compensation 
under  Title  XX  of  the  Social  Security  Act  for  at  least  one/fourth 
of  non-resident  children  receiving  care  may  also  qualify  for  the 
Program.  Administrative  expenses  incurred  by  local  sponsors  of 
day  care  homes  as  a  result  of  participation  may  also  be 
reimbursable . 
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The  Program  is  designed  to  improve  the  nutritional  status  of 
Montana's  children  by  enabling  Program  participants  to  serve 
wholesome  and  nutritional  meals  and  to  encourage  children  to  make 
wise  food  choices. 

In  Federal  fiscal  year  1988,  adult  day  care  centers  became 
eligible  for  Program  participation.  These  centers  must  be 
licensed  or  approved  public  or  private  nonprofit  operations  that 
offer  care  services  to  persons  60  years  of  age  or  older  in  a 
group  home  setting.  Care  must  be  provided  on  a  less  than  24  hour 
basis.  Functionally  impaired  adults  may  also  qualify  if  they  are 
less  than  60  years  of  age.  Federally  defined  Proprietary  Centers 
may  also  participate. 

The  Program  is  financed  by  the  USDA  and  conforms  to  federal 
regulations  found  in  7  CFR  226.  In  addition  to  a  program  super- 
visor, the  Program  is  staffed  by  a  nutrition  consultant  and  two 
support  personnel. 
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PREVENTIVE  HEALTH  SERVICES  BUREAU 

The  Preventive  Health  Services  Bureau  consists  of  several 
programs  that  focus  on  detecting  and  monitoring  a  variety  of 
health  problems  and  health  risk  factors  in  Montana.  In  addition 
to  public  education  and  awareness  offered  through  various 
programs,  the  Bureau  acts  as  a  clearinghouse  to  authorize  medical 
services  and  payments  through  financial  assistance  programs. 
Depending  on  the  program  or  project,  financing  originates  as 
Federal  PHHS  or  MCH  Block  Grant  funds,  state  general  or  special 
revenue  funds,  or  a  combination  of  these  sources. 

The  Preventive  Health  Services  Bureau  maintains  administrative 
responsibility  for  the  following  programs:  the  Montana  Perinatal 
Program,  State  Dental  Officer,  Chronic  Disease  and  Health  Promo- 
tion Program,  and  the  Communicable  Disease  Program.  The  State 
Epidemiologist  administers  the  Communicable  Disease  Program, 
which  includes  the  AIDS/STD  Program,  the  Immunization  Program, 
and  the  Rabies  Vaccine  Program.  Additionally,  the  bureau  chief's 
office  is  responsible  for  the  End  Stage  Renal  Disease  Program, 
the  Sexual  Offenses  Program,  and  the  Genetics  Program. 

The  End  Stage  Renal  Disease  Program  (ESRD)  assists  Montanans  who 
have  chronic  end  stage  renal  disease  verified  by  a  nephrologist . 
ESRD  is  funded  with  state  general  funds  which  are,  in  turn, 
disbursed  on  behalf  of  eligible  applicants  to  assist  them  in 
their  financial  obligations  for  necessary  medical  care. 

The  Sexual  Offenses  Program  provides  federal  PH  Block  Grant  funds 
to  local  or  community  rape  intervention  and  education  programs. 
Local  law  enforcement  and  social  service  agencies  cooperate  in 
their  efforts  to  prevent  rape  through  public  education  and 
awareness,  and  in  counseling  and  intervention  for  rape  victims. 
The  grant  money  is  passed  through  the  Bureau  to  the  DHES  Division 
of  Central  Services  for  local  distribution. 
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The  Genetics  Program  is  a  state  program  that  is  authorized  as 
part  of  the  Preventive  Health  Services  Bureau,  but  is  operated 
outside  the  Bureau.  Funds  are  channeled  through  the  Bureau  to 
Central  Services  for  distribution  to  Shodair  Hospital  for 
Children  in  Helena.  The  program  at  Shodair  Hospital  is  primarily 
concerned  with  reducing  the  effects  of  inherited  diseases. 
Counseling,  testing,  consultation,  and  education  are  the  central 
services  offered  through  the  Genetics  Program.  The  Program  is 
financed  through  the  general  fund. 

Montana  Perinatal  Program 

The  Montana  Perinatal  Program,  through  several  activities,  is 
dedicated  to  the  improvement  of  pregnancy  in  Montana  by  promoting 
reduced  mortality,  morbidity,  and  disability  during  the  perinatal 
period.  The  perinatal  period  occurs  before  conception  through 
the  first  28  days  of  an  infant's  life.  The  Program's  primary 
function  is  to  provide  Montana's  health  care  professionals  with 
educational  seminars,  workshops,  published  material,  and  techni- 
cal assistance  in  a  coordinated  effort  that  targets  health 
problems  associated  to  the  perinatal  period. 

The  Perinatal  Program  is  also  involved  with  prevention  of  the 
birth  of  lov/  birthweight  infants  through  local  or  community 
project  funding.  The  funding  is  provided  via  requests  for 
proposals  (RFPs)  to  local  agencies  for  low  birthweight  prevention 
projects.  Other  funding  is  used  for  educational  programs  for 
office  nurses,  public  health  nurses,  hospital  nurses,  physicians, 
and  others.  Program  development,  consultation  and  technical 
assistance  are  all  available  to  other  state  and  local  agencies. 
Promotion  of  healthy  behavior  and  activities  prior  to  and 
throughout  pregnancy  through  development  and  dissemination  of 
educational  materials  is  another  program  function.  Specific 
risks  to  the  unborn  infant  are  identified  and  discussed,  with 
attention  focused  on  preventive  care  and  lifestyles.  The  Perina- 
tal Program  has  a  variety  of  publications  provided  upon  request. 
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The  concern  with  risk  reduction  during  the  perinatal  period  also 
includes  the  proper  delivery  of  health  care  services  to  pregnant 
women.  The  Perinatal  Program  was  authorized  to  incorporate  the 
Montana  Initiative  for  the  Abatement  of  Mortality  in  Infants 
(MIAMI)  Act  into  Program  activities  in  1989.  Provision  of  access 
to  quality  maternal  and  child  health  care  is  the  primary  goal  for 
mothers  and  children.  MIAMI  was  also  created  to  encourage  a 
reduction  of  infant  mortality  and  low  birthweight  births,  and 
prevention  of  congenital  chronic  illnesses,  birth  defects,  or 
severe  disabilities  that  result  from  improper  prenatal  care. 

The  staff  for  the  Montana  Perinatal  Program  consists  of  a  medical 
director,  a  program  manager,  a  nurse  coordinator,  and  two  support 
personnel.  The  Program  is  funded  with  federal  PHHS  and  MCH  Block 
Grant  funds  and  state  general  funds.  The  general  powers  and 
duties  of  the  Bureau  with  respect  to  the  Perinatal  Program  are 
found  in  50-1-202,  MCA. 

Dental  Program 

The  State  Dental  Program  primarily  exists  to  help  improve  the 
dental  health  and  reduce  dental  decay  in  Montana's  population. 
The  dental  officer  coordinates  prevention  programs,  education  and 
awareness  activities,  and  provides  consultation  and  technical 
assistance . 

Special  assistance  is  available  to  communities  in  planning  and 
implementing  the  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies.  Also, 
school  systems  wishing  to  implement  fluoride  treatment  programs 
can  inquire  for  assistance  to  the  Program. 

The  dental  officer  is  involved  in  the  creation  of  continuing 
education  programs,  especially  for  oral  or  dental  health  care 
providers.  The  officer  also  serves  as  dental  health  care  consul- 
tant to  low  income  people.  Assistance  is  also  available  in 
screening  and  DMF  (decayed,  missing,  or  filled  teeth)   studies  to 
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help  determine  need  for  community  dental  services.  Rules 
governing  the  administration  of  the  Program  are  located  in  ARM 
16.22.  The  funds  for  the  Program  primarily  originate  from  the 
MCH  Block  Grant. 

Chronic  Disease  and  Health  Promotion  Program 

In  the  Chronic  Disease  and  Health  Promotion  Program,  there  are 
four  main  programs.  The  first,  Health  Promotion  and  Education, 
is  directed  toward  individuals  of  all  ages  to  develop  a  better 
understanding  of  the  control  each  individual  has  over  his  or  her 
own  health  status.  Awareness  of  how  lifestyle  and  environmental 
factors  affect  personal  health  is  key  to  the  operation  of  Health 
Promotion  and  Education.  Individuals  can  find  help  in  attempts 
to  quit  smoking,  moderate  alcohol  use,  improve  diets,  become 
physically  fit,  manage  stress  and  choose  health  care  wisely. 

The  second  program,  the  Chronic  Disease  Control  Program,  is  an 
effort  to  plan,  integrate,  coordinate  and  evaluate  programs  to 
control  Montana's  chronic  diseases.  In  coordination  with  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control,  the  Program  is  developing  a  resource 
directory  and  needs  assessment  in  a  strategic  state  plan  to 
reduce  chronic  diseases.  Three  community  pilot  projects  have 
been  established  to  address  chronic  disease  with  respect  to  the 
elderly,  school  health,  and  the  worksite. 

The  Behavioral  Risk  Factor  Surveillance  System  is  the  third 
operational  component  of  Chronic  Disease  and  Health  Promotion.  A 
survey  instrument  was  developed  to  assist  an  ongoing  determina- 
tion of  behavioral  risk  factors  among  Montana's  adult  population. 
When  analyzed  with  mortality  and  morbidity  statistics,  behavioral 
information  enables  program  personnel  to  develop  health  promotion 
and  educational  strategies  for  Montana's  adult  population. 

Finally,  Chronic  Disease  and  Health  Promotion  co-sponsors  the 
Montana   Tobacco  Free   Challenge  Project   with  the   Indian  Health 
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Service.  Montana  has  teamed  with  seven  other  neighboring  states 
in  an  effort  to  eliminate  tobacco-related  illnesses  and  deaths. 
Reduction  in  tobacco  use  by  Montanans  and  an  elimination  of 
smoking  in  public  places  and  worksites  are  primary  project  goals. 

The  Program  administers  a  primary  prevention/educational  approach 
aimed  at  the  risk  factors  of  the  leading  causes  of  disease. 
Also,  the  Program  consults  with  advisory  committees  to  obtain 
advice  and  consultation  on  prioritization,  development,  and 
implementation  of  its  activities. 

The  Chronic  Disease  and  Health  Promotion  Program  conducts  busi- 
ness under  a  supervisor,  two  public  health  educators  and  an 
administrative  assistant.  The  Program  is  funded  from  the  PHHS 
Block  Grant. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASE  PROGRAM 
Epidemiology 

The  Communicable  Disease  Control  Program  is  centralized  under  the 
State  Epidemiologist  in  the  Preventive  Health  Services  Bureau. 
Continual  surveillance  of  70  diseases,  syndromes,  and  categories 
of  disease,  is  maintained  through  this  office.  Investigation  of 
cases  and  outbreaks  is  performed  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease 
in  Montana's  population. 

Rabies  prevention  and  Tuberculosis  control  are  top  priorities  of 
the  program.  The  Rabies  Vaccine  Program  provides:  professional 
consultation  and  vaccine  (at  cost)  to  persons  exposed  to  rabies. 
Tuberculosis  control  is  statutorily  defined  in  50-17-101,  MCA. 
Rabies  control  measures  are  described  in  50-23-101,  MCA. 

The  State  Epidemiologist  receives  information  from  and  provides 
technical  assistance  to  private  and  local  public  health  care 
providers  on  a  continual  basis.  Many  of  the  program  activities 
are  conducted  cooperatively  with   other  department  programs,  such 
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as  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  the  Food  and  Consumer  Safety 
Bureau,  and  the  Air  and  Water  Quality  Bureaus.  Epidemiologic 
assistance  is  provided  to  all  Department  bureaus  and  programs. 
Additionally,  the  Department's  relationship  with  local  boards  of 
health  and  local  health  officers  is  defined  in  50-2-101,  MCA. 

The  State  Epidemiologist  is  one  full-time  position,  and  is 
supported  with  State  general  funds.  The  general  power  and  duties 
of  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  in  respect  to 
the  Communicable  Disease  Program  are  outlined  in  50-1-202,  MCA. 
When  public  health  laws  are  violated,  enforcement  measures  are 
defined  and  authorized  in  50-1-103,  MCA,  while  other  regulatory 
activities  in  matters  of  health  are  described  in  50-1-204,  206, 
MCA.  Communicable  disease  control  activities  are  explained  in 
detail  in  ARM  16.24.215,  ARM  16.28.101,  and  ARM  16.29.101. 

AIDS/STD  Program 

The  AIDS/STD  Program  has  two  primary  operating  components:  an 
AIDS  program  dedicated  to  reducing  the  transmission  of  AIDS  virus 
infection,  in  turn,  reducing  the  incidence  of  AIDS;  and,  an  STD 
program  working  to  reduce  the  spread  of  sexually  transmitted 
diseases,  thereby  reducing  and  preventing  the  incidence  of 
disease  occurrence.  Both  program  components  are  administratively 
related,  yet  have  some  unrelated  functions. 

The  AIDS  reduction  effort  is  accomplished  through  community 
health  education,  testing  and  counseling  services  in  several 
Montana  communities  for  persons  with  clinically-diagnosed  AIDS  or 
AIDS  virus  (HIV)  infection,  partner  notification  of  potentially 
infected  persons,  ensuring  safe  blood  supplies  in  the  state,  and 
surveillance  and  reporting  of  AIDS  cases  and  potential  AIDS 
cases.  Additionally,  a  minority  initiative  based  on  the  dis- 
proportionate occurrence  of  AIDS  in  minority  populations  receives 
extra  attention. 
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In  1989,  child  bearing  women  in  Montana  will  be  tested  for  the 
presence  of  the  AIDS  virus  provided  that  testing  does  not  inter- 
fere with  on-going  metabolic  screening  of  newborns  (50-18-110, 
MCA).  Knowledge,  attitude,  and  behavior  surveys  are  done  to 
assess  the  knowledge  of  youth,  teachers,  administrators,  women  of 
childbearing  age,  at-risk  groups,  and  the  general  public. 

Other  services  available  through  the  AIDS  program  are,  a  toll- 
free  hotline  ( 1-800-233-MONT,  1-800-233-6668),  and  some  financial 
assistance  for  HIV  infected  persons  to  purchase  a  drug  used  to 
fight  AIDS-related  illnesses.  The  AIDS  Drug  Reimbursement 
Program  is  financed  by  the  federal  Health  Resources  and  Services 
Administration.  The  AIDS  program  is  advised  by  the  MDHES  AIDS 
Advisory  Council  and  the  AIDS  Program  Review  Panel. 

Both  the  AIDS  and  the  STD  components  work  extensively  at  the 
local  level  throughout  the  state  in  their  surveillance  and 
educational  activities.  Local  health  departments,  health  agen- 
cies, and  health  care  providers  receive  technical  assistance  and 
professional  training  from  the  AIDS/STD  Program. 

The  STD  program  serves  as  a  central  office  for  technical  and 
professional  assistance  to  five  STD  clinics  in  Montana.  Addi- 
tionally, family  planning  clinics,  Indian  Health  Units,  Job  Corps 
Centers,  and  others  use  the  services  available  through  the  STD 
program.  The  program  compiles  statewide  data  and  monitors  trends 
of  STDs  based  on  the  information  reported  from  the  local  agen- 
cies, laboratories,  and  physicians.  Any  information  relating  to 
infected  persons  is  confidential.  Films,  tapes,  curriculum 
guides,  and  pamphlets  are  available  for  use  from  the  program  at 
no  charge.  The  Program  also  publishes  and  distributes  informa- 
tion available  for  the  general  public. 

The  AIDS/STD  Program  is  authorized  and  described  in  50-18-101, 
MCA.    Staffing  includes  a   supervisor  and   program  officer,   two

public  health  educators,  a  program  specialist,  and  three  support 

personnel.      A   microbiologist   position   is  also   funded   for 

laboratory  testing.  The  Program  is  funded  through  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services. 

Immunization  Program 

The  Immunization  Program  provides  consultation,  surveillance,  and 
outbreak  control  services  to  private  providers  and  public  health 
agencies  in  respect  to  vaccine-preventable  diseases.  Additional- 
ly, the  Program  provides  statewide  educational  activities  and  is 
the  sole  source  of  certain  vaccines  used  at  public  clinics. 
Primary  concern  remains  with  Program  intervention  to  maintain 
immunization  levels  and  with  disease  control  in  the  event  of  an 
outbreak. 

The  Program  is  also  responsible  for  enforcement  and  monitoring  of 
the  School  Immunization  Law  (20-5-401,  MCA)  and  determines 
strategies  to  increase  immunization  levels  for  specific  popula- 
tions across  the  state. 

In  addition  to  a  program  supervisor  there  are  three  health 
officers  and  a  program  support  person  in  the  Immunization 
Program.   The  federal  government  funds  the  program. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  SCIENCES  DIVISION 


The  Environmental  Sciences  Division  is  responsible  for  ensuring  a 
safe  and  healthful  environment  in  Montana. 

The  Division  Administrator  is  responsible  for  the  administration, 
management,  and  coordination  of  the  Division  Bureaus  and  various 
environmental  health  programs  in  Montana.  The  Administrator  also 
acts  in  an  advisory  role  in  the  design  and  implementation  of 
Department  policy. 

The  Administrator  v;orks  with  counterparts  in  other  State  and 
local  agencies,  and  with  Federal  officials.  In  particular,  the 
U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  and  the  Environmental 
Sciences  Division  have  developed  working  relationships  because  of 
shared  responsibilities. 

The  Administrator  is  responsible  for  the  review  of  environmental 
impact  statements  and  assessments  prepared  by  other  state  or 
federal  agencies,  the  coordination  and/or  preparation  of 
technical  and  administrative  reports,  preparation  of  environ- 
mental impact  statements  or  assessments  within  the  Department, 
coordination  of  the  Department's  hazardous  response  notification 
program,  and  other  special  environmental  health  programs.  An 
administrative  officer  and  administrative  secretary  aid  in 
performing  the  duties  of  the  Division  office.  The  administrative 
officer  also  acts  as  environmental  coordinator  for  the  Division. 

Air  Quality,  Food  and  Consumer  Safety,  Occupational  Health,  Solid 
and  Hazardous  Waste,  and  Water  Quality  are  the  Bureaus  within  the 
Division.  With  the  exception  of  Occupational  Health,  each  of  the 
Bureaus  has  representatives  in  the  Department's  branch  office  in 
Billings . 
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If  it  is  determined  that  the  Department  is  the  lead  agency  in  the 
preparation  of  an  environmental  impact  statement  and  the 
responsibility  falls  in  the  Environmental  Sciences  Division,  then 
the  Bureau  having  primary  responsibility  for  plan  review  or 
permit  issuance  becomes  responsible  for  preparation  and 
circulation  of  the  EIS. 

Each  Bureau  also  has  an  enforcement  coordinator  who  is 
responsible  for  the  preparation  of  preliminary  documentation 
resulting  from  a  violation  of  environmental  health  laws  or 
regulations.  Once  validity  and  adequacy  of  the  documentation  are 
established,  the  file  is  passed  to  the  Department  Director  and 
the  Legal  Unit  for  review  and  action. 

The  Environmental  Sciences  Division  publishes  a  handbook  that 
summarizes  the  Division's  primary  functions  and  responsibilities. 
Also  included  is  a  complete  listing  of  administrative  rules  and 
statutory  citations  that  define  and  authorize  the  Division's 
activities.  Because  the  list  is  so  extensive,  only  condensed 
references  are  provided  in  the  following  discussion.  The 
information  is  updated  periodically  and  is  available  through  the 
Environmental  Sciences  Division  office  or  by  calling  444-3948. 
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AIR  QUALITY  BUREAU 

The  Air  Quality  Bureau  is  responsible  for  implementation  of  the 
Montana  and  Federal  Clean  Air  Acts  (75-2-101,  MCA,  and  42  USC 
7401,  respectively).  These  Acts  require  the  Department  to  attain 
and  maintain  air  quality  levels  in  the  outdoor  atmosphere 
considered  safe  to  public  health  and  welfare.  The  tasks 
necessary  to  accomplish  this  goal  include:  facility  permit 
reviews,  inspections  and  enforcement  of  air  quality  standards, 
ambient  air  quality  monitoring,  development  of  State 
Implementation  Plans  (SIPs),  air  quality  research  and  special 
studies,  complaint  investigations,  technical  assistance  and 
information  responses. 

Rules  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences 
and  administered  through  the  Bureau  define  various  procedures, 
air  quality  standards,  preventive  methods,  operation  of  air 
contaminant  sources,  emission  standards,  and  other  specific  and 
general  provisions  (ARM  16.8).  The  Board  delegated  authority  to 
four  Montana  counties  to  operate  local  air  pollution  control 
programs.  The  state  provides  grant  funds  and  general  oversight, 
budget  review,  auditing,  and  review  of  major  industrial 
operations . 

The  Air  Quality  Bureau  is  staffed  with  a  bureau  chief,  14 
environmental  professionals,  and  four  administrative  and  support 
staff.  The  Bureau  is  funded  by  a  combination  of  federal  funds, 
and  state  general  fund  and  special  revenues.  Internally,  the 
Bureau  is  divided  into  four  Sections:  Administration, 
Engineering  and  Enforcement,  Operations,  and  Air  Toxics  and 
Planning.  The  Bureau  Administration  provides  the  necessary 
policy,  budgeting,  and  management  activities  for  the  separate 
Bureau  f  u  n  c  t  i  < )  n  r; . 
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Engineering  and  EnfotcomenL  Section 

Several  of  the  specific  activities  necessary  to  implement  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Federal  Clean  Air  Acts  are  carried 
out  through  the  Engineering  and  Enforcement  Section.  They 
include  permit  review,  inspections,  smoke  management,  emission 
inventory,  open  burning  control,  complaint  investigations,  and 
enforcement.  Reviews  of  facilities  before  initiation  of 
construction  or  expansion  are  conducted  to  assure  implementation 
of  appropriate  air  pollution  control  equipment  and  compliance 
with  air  quality  standards.  Additionally,  to  assure  continued 
compliance  with  air  quality  standards,  a  scheduled  program  of 
inspections  for  each  applicable  facility  is  developed  and 
followed,  including  use  of  appropriate  enforcement  actions  where 
necessary. 

Operations  Section 

The  Operations  Section  is  responsible  for  data  collection  and 
processing,  equipment  repair  and  calibration,  laboratory 
coordination,  and  tribal  air  program  coordination.  Also, 
continued  surveillance  of  ambient  air  quality  status  across  the 
state  is  provided  by  numerous  monitoring  stations. 

Air  Toxics  and  Planning  Section 

The  Air  Toxics  and  Planning  Section  writes  and  revises  State 
Implementation  Plans  (SIPs),  performs  non-attainment  studies, 
develops  programs  concerning  air  toxics,  deals  with  wood  stove 
standards  and  associated  problems.  The  SIP  is  the  primary 
vehicle  used  to  develop  strategies  to  bring  areas  currently  out 
of  compliance  with  air  quality  standards  down  to  levels 
considered  safe.  SIPs  are  developed  in  cooperation  with  local 
agencies,  communities,  and  affected  facilities  to  assure 
equitable  solutions  to  identified  problems. 
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FOOD  AND  CONSUMER  SAFETY  BUREAU 

The  Food  and  Consumer  Safety  Bureau  is  responsible  for  issuing 
licenses  to  food  establishments,  hotels,  motels,  trailer  parks, 
other  types  of  lodging,  retirement  homes,  and  other  public 
accommodations,  and  for  providing  training  and  support  services 
to  local  health  inspectors  and  sanitarians.  General  activities 
include  providing  public  information  and  assistance,  promotion  of 
and  assistance  in  establishing  local  environmental  health 
programs,  establishing  health  standards,  and  development  of 
continuing  educational  programs.  Rules  administered  by  this 
Bureau  are  in  ARM  16.10.  The  Bureau  is  divided  into  six  Sections 
and  a  Special  Programs  unit. 

The  Food  and  Consumer  Safety  Bureau  is  staffed  with  a  bureau 
chief,  six  public  health  sanitation  consultants,  and  a  technical 
support  position.  The  Bureau  is  funded  with  state  general  funds 
and  state  special  revenue  funds  and  issues  grants  to  local  boards 
of  health  from  special  revenues  collected  as  annual  license  fees 
from  food  establishments. 

Food,  Drug  and  Cosmetic  Section 

The  first  Section,  Food,  Drug  and  Cosmetics,  deals  with  consumer 
protection  and  manufactured  products  (50-30-101,  50-31-101,  50- 
34-101,  MCA).  Packaging  and  labeling,  product  adulteration, 
misbranding,  inspection  of  food  manufacturers,  complaint 
investigation,  product  recall,  and  coordinating  activities  with 
the  Federal  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  and  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  make  up  the  bulk  of 
duties  of  this  Section. 

Food  Service  Establishment  Section 

Second  is  the  Food  Service  Establishment  Section.  All  food 
serving  establishments,  including  bars,  taverns,  and  lounges,  are 
within   its  jurisdiction.    Main  activities   include  plan  review, 
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complaint  investigations,  consultation  and  inspections,  local 
sanitarian  training,  other  local  health  authority  assistance,  and 
enforcement  actions  (50-50-101,  MCA).  This  Section  also 
evaluates  local  health  agency  food  protection  programs. 

Public  Housing.  Schools  and  Institutions  Section 

The  third  Section,  Public  Housing,  Schools,  and  Institutions, 
provides  similar  services  as  the  Food  Service  Section  V7ith 
respect  to  lodging  facilities  (50-51-101,  MCA)  and  schools  (50- 
1-203,  MCA).  Additionally,  state  institutions  (non-medical), 
migrant  worker  housing,  community  homes  for  the  developmentally 
disabled  (53-20-305,  307,  MCA),  retirement  homes,  and  child  care 
centers  (53-4-504,  506,  MCA)  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Section. 

Vector  Control  Section 

Vector  Control  is  the  fourth  Section  in  the  Food  and  Consumer 
Safety  Bureau.  Primary  functions  are  surveillance  and  inves- 
tigation of  situations  related  to  mosquitoes,  other  insects,  or 
rodents  where  communities  or  food  may  be  affected  (7-22-2403, 
2418,  80-8-201,  MCA).  Additional  duties  include  pesticide 
surveillance,  new  product  evaluations,  laboratory  services  for 
local  areas,  mosquito  control  training,  and  registration  reviews 
for  special  local  needs.  Vector-borne  diseases  and  pest-related 
trauma  are  also  investigated. 

Trailer  Court/Campground,  Spa  and  Swimming  Pool  Section 
The  fifth  Bureau  component  is  the  Trailer  Court/Campground,  Spa 
and  Swimming  Pool  Section.  Duties  are  similar  to  the  Food 
Service  and  Public  Housing  Sections  with  respect  to  trailer 
courts,  mobile  home  parks,  work  and  youth  camps,  and  spas  and 
swimming  pools  (50-52-101,  50-53-101,  MCA). 


Licensing  Administration  Section 

Licensing  Administration   is  the  sixth   Section  in   the  Food   and 
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Consumer  Safety  Bureau.  Responsibilities  include  oversight  of 
new  establishments'  licensure,  license  renewal,  delinquent 
license  investigation,  central  management  of  Bureau  licensing  and 
the  local  board  inspection  fund  account. 

Special  Programs 

The  Bureau's  Special  Programs  Area  unit  consists  of  several 
specific  program  activities.  Bureau  personnel  maintain 
responsibilities  in  consumer  product  safety,  the  Montana  Clean 
Indoor  Air  Act  (50-40-101,  MCA),  jails,  upholstered  product 
labeling  (50-36-101,  MCA),  and  cesspool,  septic  tank,  and  privy 
cleaner  licensing  (37-41-101,  MCA).  Primary  duties  are  complaint 
investigations,  consultation,  product  monitoring,  and  consumer 
hazard  alerts  where  applicable. 
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OCCUPATIONAL  HEALTH  BUREAU 

The  Occupational  Health  Bureau  administers  radiological, 
occupational  health,  and  asbestos  programs  in  the  state.  General 
activities  are  concentrated  in  three  Sections:  Industrial 
Hygiene,  Radiation,  and  Asbestos. 

The  Occupational  Health  Bureau  is  staffed  with  a  bureau  chief, 
two  environmental  professionals,  and  one  staff  support  position. 
Occupational  Health  activities  are  funded  with  State  general 
funds  and  Asbestos  Control  activities  are  funded  by  state 
Resource  Indemnity  Trust  funds.  Asbestos  Control  fees  are 
returned  to  the  RIT  fund.  RIT  funds  are  derived  from  a  tax  on 
mineral  production  in  the  state.  ,. 

The  Bureau  provides  information,  testing,  and  other  assistance  to 
the  public  and  state  and  local  governments  v;hen  requested.  Also, 
Occupational  Health  provides  speakers  on  various  subjects  dealing 
with  the  activities  and  related  issues  of  the  three  Bureau 
Sections  to  interested  parties. 

Industrial  Hygiene  Section 

Main  functions  of  the  Industrial  Hygiene  Section  include  work 
place  inspection,  laboratory  sampling  and  analysis,  complaint 
investigation,  and  emergency  response  to  incidents  involving 
hazardous  or  toxic  materials  (50-70-101,  MCA).  Additionally, 
studies  are  conducted  to  assess  exposure  to  hazardous  conditions 
or  materials  in  the  work  place.  Industrial  Hygiene  rules  are 
located  in  ARM  16.42. 

Radiation  Section 

The  Nuclear  Regulation  Act  (75-3-101,  MCA)  provides  for  several 
Radiation  Section  activities  to  ensure  human  safety  involving 
radioactive  materials.  Specifically,  the  Bureau  inspects 
approximately   2,000  X-ray   units   for   safety,  calibration,   and 
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quality  assurance;  conducts  special  studies  to  determine  health 
risks  from  naturally-occurring  and  technologically-enhanced 
radionuclides;  provides  technical  and  safety  assistance  to  users 
of  radiation  and  radioactive  materials;  and  responds  to  emergency 
situations  involving  radioactive  materials.  Additionally,  the 
Radiation  Section  conducts  radiation  surveillance  of  food,  water, 
soil,  air,  milk,  and  fallout,  and  provides  laboratory  services 
for  sampling  and  analysis  of  suspected  radioactive  contaminated 
material.  Administrative  rules  with  respect  to  radiation  con- 
trol are  found  in  ARM  16.40. 

Asbestos  Section 

The  Asbestos  Section  of  the  Bureau  provides  for  accreditation  of 
asbestos  inspectors,  management  planners,  contractors, 
supervisors,  and  workers.  Accreditation  is  also  offered  for 
asbestos  training  courses.  Finally,  asbestos  mitigation  plans 
and  project  permits  receive  approval  through  this  Section. 
Statutory  authority  for  asbestos  programs  is  found  in  the  Clean 
Air  Act  (75-2-101,  MCA)  and  the  Occupational  Health  Act  (50-70- 
101,  MCA). 

After  January  1,  1990,  the  Asbestos  Section  will  issue 
certificates  of  accreditation  in  asbestos-related  occupations  and 
asbestos  training  courses  and  v/ill  also  issue  and  administer 
asbestos  abatement  project  permits. 
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SOLID  AND  HAZARDOUS  VfASTE  BUREAU 

The  Solid  and  Hazardous  Waste  Bureau  administers  several 
environmental  health  protection  programs  in  the  state.  Three 
Bureau  Sections  provide  project  management  and  coordination  for 
the  various  programs  that  include  local,  state,  federal,  and 
public  involvement  in  air,  v;ater,  and  hazardous  waste  issues. 
Additionally,  the  Bureau  has  a  Training  and  Public  Information 
Section. 

The  programs  address  Superfund  activities,  hazardous  waste  and 
disposal,  solid  waste  and  disposal,  junk  motor  vehicles,  and 
underground  storage  tanks.  Administrative  rules  governing 
activities  dealing  with  solid  wastes  and  hazardous  wastes  are 
located  in  ARM  16.14  and  ARM  16.44,  respectively. 

The  Solid  and  Hazardous  Waste  Bureau  currently  includes  a  bureau 
chief,  22  environmental  professionals,  two  program  officers,  an 
office  manager,  12  support  staff,  and  two  lawyers. 

Superfund  and  State  Superfund  Section 

The  Superfund  programs  are  in  the  first  Section  of  the  Bureau. 
Tailored  to  the  EPA  Superfund  Program,  the  Montana  Superfund  Act 
(75-10-601,  MCA)  allows  the  Department  to  work  with  other 
agencies  to  investigate  potentially  hazardous  disposal  sites  to 
determine  if  past  disposal  practices  are  resulting  in  human  or 
environmental  harm.  Upon  determination  that  such  a  threat  does 
exist,  remedial  action  is  pursued.  The  Bureau  also  conducts 
studies  to  determine  the  most  cost-effective  and  environmentally 
sound  methods  for  contaminated  site  restoration.  The  Bureau  may 
also  contract  for  any  design  and  construction  activities 
necessary  after  the  selection  of  a  clean-up  method  is  determined. 

This  Section  has  one  unit  for  Federal  Superfund  site 
administration   and    one   for    State   Superfund    site   program 
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administration.  The  Superfund  programs  are  funded  with  federal 
grants  administered  through  the  EPA  for  National  Priority  List 
sites  and  state  Resource  Indemnity  Trust  (RIT)  funds  for  State 
Superfund  sites. 

Hazardous  Waste.  Solid  Waste  and  Junk  Vehicle  Section 

The  second  Section  is  the  Hazardous  Waste,  Solid  Waste,   and  Junk 

Vehicle  Section.   There  are  four  units  in  this  Section. 

The  first  two  units,  the  hazardous  waste  regulation  unit   and  the 

hazardous    waste    facility    management    unit,    enforce    the 

requirements  of  the  Montana  Hazardous  Waste  Act  (75-10-401,  MCA). 

The  hazardous  waste  regulation  unit  insures  the  proper  management 
of  hazardous  waste  from  the  point  of  generation  to  the  point  of 
final  disposition.  Activities  include  inspections  of  hazardous 
waste  generators  and  transporters,  sampling  of  hazardous  v/aste 
sites,  providing  technical  assistance  and  waste  minimization 
strategies  to  the  regulated  community,  and  response  to  emergency 
situations  involving  the  accidental  release  of  hazardous 
materials . 

Persons  who  treat,  store,  or  dispose  of  hazardous  waste  must 
obtain  a  permit  through  the  hazardous  waste  facility  management 
unit  of  this  Section.  This  unit  reviews  permit  applications, 
writes  permits,  investigates  site  conditions  and  problems, 
oversees  facility  corrective  actions,  and  initiates  enforcement 
responses  as  necessary.  The  hazardous  waste  programs  are 
primarily  funded  through  the  EPA  with  additional  financing 
provided  from  interest  earned  from  state  RIT  funds. 


The  Montana  Solid  Waste  Management  Act  (75-10-201,  MCA)  provides 
for  control  over  the  disposal  of  solid  wastes.  Site  approval, 
licensing,  and  inspection  of  disposal  areas  are  the  primary 
responsibilities  of  the  solid  waste  unit.  Municipal  sanitary 
landfills  are   the  main  solid   waste  disposal   areas  in   Montana.

The  solid  waste  unit  also  enforces  regulations,  classifies 
disposal  areas,  acts  on  complaints,  offers  technical  assistance 
to  operators,  and  monitors  groundwater.  This  unit  also  provides 
assistance  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  Refuse  Disposal 
District  Act  {7-13-201,  MCA).  Accordingly,  county  governments 
wishing  to  create  districts  for  the  financing  and  management  of 
solid  waste  disposal  are  offered  technical  assistance  in  the 
formation  process.  Solid  waste  programs  are  general  fund 
supported . 

The  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  Act  (75-10-501,  MCA)  is 
a  regulatory  program  that  controls  the  disposal  and  shielding  of 
junk  motor  vehicles.  The  Act  is  administered  by  the  junk  vehicle 
unit  and  provides  that  the  Department  require  licensing  of  anyone 
with  four  or  more  junk  vehicles  and  require  that  all  junk 
vehicles  be  screened  from  public  viev/.  The  Act  also  authorizes 
the  Department  to  issue  annual  grants  to  counties  to  finance  the 
collection  of  junk  vehicles  and  establish  and  maintain  junk 
vehicle  graveyards.  The  junk  vehicle  program  is  funded  with  fees 
collected  from  automobile  licensing  and  title  transfers  and 
revenue  generated  from  licensing  auto  wrecking  facilities  and 
auto  crushing  fees. 

Underground  Petroleum  Storage  Tank  Section 

The  third  Bureau  Section,  the  Underground  Petroleum  Storage  Tank 
Section,  administers  underground  tank  legislation  (75-10-409, 
MCA).  This  Section  has  two  units.  The  leak  prevention  program 
unit  identifies  and  records  underground  storage  tank  owners  and 
locations,  enforces  underground  tank  design  and  construction 
standards,  detection  requirements,  and  is  responsible  for 
financial  and  inventory  record  keeping  requirements. 


The  corrective  action  program  unit  is  responsible  for  the  inves- 
tigation of  leaking  tank  complaints  and  mitigation  of  vapor  and 
groundv^ater  impacts   of   leaking   tanks.    Corrective   action   of 
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identified  leaks  from  underground  tanks  is  required  by  leaking 
underground  storage  tank  program.  The  primary  objective  is  to 
provide  the  state  with  a  leak  response  capability  to  conduct  site 
investigations,  issue  corrective  action  orders,  require  or 
conduct  cleanup  activities  and  emergency  responses,  and  recover 
public  costs  at  sites  contaminated  by  leaking  underground 
petroleum  and  chemical  storage  tanks.  The  program  works  with  the 
Petroleum  Tank  Release  Compensation  Board  which  is  authorized  to 
reimburse  tank  owner's  costs  of  cleanup  and  third  party  damages. 
The  Underground  Petroleum  Storage  Tank  Section  is  funded  with  a 
mixture  of  EPA  and  RIT  funds  and  state  special  revenue  funds. 

Training  and  Public  Information 

The  Bureau  issues  a  number  of  published  materials  for  educational 

and  training   purposes,  including  films  and  slide  series.   Safety 

courses  and  formal  presentations   of  program  activities  are   also 

available  to  interested  parties.   Bureau  staff  are   also  involved 

in    developing    media    news    releases    and   public    service 

announcements. 
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WATER  QUALITY  BUREAU 

The  Water  Quality  Bureau  is  responsible  for  providing  a 
comprehensive  program  to  protect  water  quality  in  Montana.  The 
seven  Bureau  Sections  perform  a  variety  of  functions  in  order  to 
meet  that  responsibility,  including  regulatory  compliance  and 
enforcement  activities.  Generally,  statutory  authority  for  water 
quality  programs  is  located  in  the  environmental  protection  laws 
(Title  75,  MCA).  Additionally,  the  Federal  Clean  Water  and  Safe 
Drinking  Water  Acts  provide  for  Federal  participation  in  and 
financial  support  for  the  state's  programs  to  protect  and  manage 
the  use  of  water. 

Administrative  rules  that  apply  to  Bureau  activities  are  located 
in  ARM  16.16,  ARM  16.18  and  ARM  16.20.  The  Bureau  receives 
advisory  support  from  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Advisory 
Council  and  the  Water  and  Wastewater  Operator  Certification 
Advisory  Council.  The  Water  Quality  Bureau  also  v/orks  with  the 
Food  and  Consumer  Safety  Bureau  with  respect  to  water  quality  in 
tourist  campgrounds  and  schoolhouses . 

The  Water  Quality  Bureau  is  staffed  with  a  bureau  chief,  35 
environmental  professionals,  eight  support  staff,  and  a  lawyer  to 
carry  out  the  various  duties  and  activities  of  its  programs. 

Municipal  Water  Supply  Section 

The  first  Bureau  Section,  Municipal  Water  Supply,  is  responsible 
for  administration  of  Montana's  laws  regarding  public  water 
supply.  In  addition,  the  Bureau  has  been  delegated 
responsibility  for  implementation  of  the  Federal  Safe  Drinking 
Water  Act  within  Montana.  General  duties  include  public  water 
and  sev/er  system  plan  and  specification  review,  inspections,  and 
quality  control  on  over  1900  public  water  supplies  within  the 
state.  The  Section  also  provides  training  and  assistance  to 
certified  water  and  v/astewater  treatment  operators,  and  technical 
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assistance  to  owners  of  private  wells  throughout  Montana.  This 
Section  works  with  the  Board  of  Plumbers  and  Board  of  Water  Well 
Contractors  to  provide  technical  and  policy  assistance. 

The  Federal  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  was  amended  in  1986  to 
require  filtration  of  all  surface  v/ater  sources,  disinfection  of 
all  public  water  systems,  and  regulation  of  an  increased  number 
of  contaminants.  This  program  is  financed  by  a  combination  of 
state  general  funds  and  federal  dollars  made  available  through 
the  EPA. 

Municipal  Construction  Grants  and  Loans  Section 

The  Construction  Grants  and  Loans  Section  administers  a  program 
to  provide  federal  financial  assistance  to  municipalities  for  the 
construction  of  sewage  treatment  facilities.  The  Section's  chief 
responsibilities  are  determining  project  priority  ranking, 
project  monitoring,  plan  reviews,  operator  training,  and  facility 
inspection.  Also,  the  Section  administers  the  State  Wastev;ater 
Treatment  Revolving  Loan  Program,  slated  to  completely  replace 
the  current  federal  grant  program. 

Surface  and  Groundwater  Waste  Discharge  Permit  Section 
The  third  Bureau  Section,  the  Surface  and  Groundwater  Waste 
Discharge  Permit  Section,  is  primarily  responsible  for  issuing 
waste  discharge  permits.  Plan  review,  compliance  monitoring, 
pollution  control,  investigations,  and  emergency  response  are 
activities  related  to  the  discharge  permit  process.  Addition- 
ally,' the  Section  regulates  uranium  solution  mining,  works  with 
the  Solid  &  Hazardous  Waste  Bureau  on  the  underground  petroleum 
storage  tank  program,  and  monitors  water  quality  as  it  is 
affected  by  waste  discharge.   This  Section  is  federally  financed. 


Water  Quality  Management  Section 

The  Water   Quality  Management  Section   is  responsible  for   stream 

water  quality  monitoring  and  assessment,  water  quality  management 
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planning,  and  nonpoint  source  pollution  control.  The  Federal 
Clean  Water  Act  provides  funds  to  prepare  and  refine  assessments 
of  nonpoint  source  problems  and  proceed  with  cleanup  plans  in 
problem  areas.  Water  Quality  Management  is  75  percent  federally 
funded  and  25  percent  RIT. 

Water  and  Wastewater  Operator  Certification  Section 
Water  and  Wastewater  Operator  Certification  is  the  Bureau's  fifth 
Section.  Responsibilities  include  administering  the  licensing 
process  for  operators,  publishing  and  providing  training 
materials,  conducting  examinations,  and  offering  continuing 
education  credit  for  certified  operators.  The  Section  is  also 
responsible  that  approximately  1200  water  supply  and  wastewater 
treatment  plant  operators  are  in  compliance  with  applicable  laws 
and  regulations  (37-42-301,  MCA).  Funding  is  derived  from  the 
collection  of  license  fees. 

Technical  Studies  and  Support  Section 

The  sixth  Bureau  Section,  Technical  Studies  and  Support,  provide 
the  Bureau  with  environmental  impact  studies,  develop  water 
quality  standards,  water  quality  data  processing  and  special 
studies.  Special  studies  include  agricultural  water  monitoring 
and  specific  attention  to  problems  associated  with  the  Clark  Fork 
River.  Activities  are  funded  by  the  state  general  fund,  federal 
funds,  and  special  revenues. 

Subdivision  Review  Section 

Subdivision  Review  is  the  final  Bureau  Section.  Responsibil- 
ities are  primarily  concentrated  around  the  application  and  plan 
review  process  for  water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  solid  waste 
disposal,  and  storm  drainage.  The  Bureau  also  provides 
assistance  and  training  to  local  health  departments  that  assist 
in  the  review  and  inspection  process.  The  Section  activities  are 
funded  with  state  general  funds.  Fees  charged  for  review  of 
subdivision  plans  are  then  deposited  in  the  state  general  fund. 
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CENTRALIZED  SERVICES  DIVISION 

The  Centralized  Services  Division  is  responsible  for  all 
financial  reporting,  budgeting,  accounting,  and  general  support 
functions  of  the  Department.  The  Division  Administrator  is 
responsible  for  overall  Division  operations,  establishing  goals 
and  objectives  for  Division  Bureaus,  and  review  and  approval  of 
all  Department  contracts  and  grants.  The  Administrator  reports 
on  Department  achievements  and  the  status  of  its  work  to  the 
Department  Director,  Governor,  legislators,  federal  officials, 
and  the  general  public. 

The  Administrator  also  serves  in  an  advisory  role  in  the 
formulation  and  implementation  of  Department  policy.  Program 
support  in  the  Division  office  is  conducted  by  an  administrative 
officer  and  an  administrative  secretary.  In  addition  to  the 
Division  administration.  Centralized  Services  consists  of  the 
Bureaus  of  Support  Services,  Records  and  Statistics,  Chemistry 
Laboratory,  and  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

Responsibility  for  the  collection  and  dissemination  of  vital 
statistics  and  laboratory  analyses  of  water,  air,  hazardous 
materials,  and  diseases  are  additional  functions  within  the 
Centralized  Services  Division. 

Primary  funding  for  the  Centralized  Services  Division  originates 
as  indirect  costs,  or  assessments  for  services  performed  for 
Department  programs.  Also,  fees  are  charged  for  services 
performed  for  other  agencies  or  for  the  general  public.  Other 
funding  is  provided  from  the  state  general  fund  and  from  federal 
grants . 
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SUPPORT  SERVICES  BUREAU 

The  Support  Services  Bureau  maintains  the  Department's  accounting 
system  (fiscal  unit),  purchasing  of  supplies  and  equipment,  and 
building  maintenance.  Also,  the  Bureau  administers  a  data 
processing  unit,  a  word  processing  unit,  a  film  library,  internal 
auditing  services,  and  mail  service. 

The  fiscal  unit  of  Support  Services  is  responsible  for  producing 
accounts  receivables,  cash  receipting,  assistance  with  grant 
preparation,  reporting  of  federal  grants,  and  payment  of  claims. 

The  purchasing  unit  is  responsible  for  procurement  of  goods  and 
services  and  delivery  and  pickup  of  mail  for  the  Department. 

The  data  processing  unit  assists  all  Department  programs  and 
units  with  computer  programming.  The  unit  also  coordinates  all 
the  computer  programming  and  equipment  needs  of  the  Department. 

The  word   processing  unit  is   responsible  for  producing   printing 
jobs  that  are  larger  than  what  can  be  done  by  Department  staff. 
The   film   library  provides   film   library   services   within   the 
Department,  to  the  Department  of  Institutions,  and  to   health  and 
environmental  professionals  throughout  the  State. 

Finally,  the  Support  Services  Bureau  also  has  an  internal 
auditing  function  to  monitor  compliance  with  contract  and  grant 
obligations  among  Department  programs,  local  health  departments, 
private  contractors,  and  the  Montana  University  System. 

The  functions  of  Support  Services  are  supported  by  indirect  costs 
assessed  to  Department  programs.  There  are  seventeen  support  and 
professional  personnel  that  serve  under  a  bureau  chief. 
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RECORDS  AND  STATISTICS  BUREAU 

The  Records  and  Statistics  Bureau  operates  Montana's  Tumor 
Registry  and  Vital  Statistics  System,  authorized  in  50-15-102, 
MCA.  The  purposes  of  the  Vital  Statistics  System  are  threefold: 
to  ensure  complete  and  legal  registration  of  births,  deaths,  and 
fetal  deaths  in  Montana;  to  fulfill  Montana's  obligation  to  the 
national  vital  statistics  system  by  reporting  birth,  death,  fetal 
death,  marriage,  divorce,  and  induced  abortion  records;  and,  to 
provide  statistical  summaries  to  anyone  requesting  information 
from  the  collection  of  birth,  death,  fetal  death,  marriage, 
divorce,  and  induced  abortion  records. 

Records  and  Statistics  is  responsible  for  the  Montana  Central 
Tumor  Registry  which  provides  statewide  cancer  data  for  use  in 
studying  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer  patients.  Its  main 
purpose  is  to  maintain  a  registry  of  certain  cancer  patients  who 
are  diagnosed  and/or  treated  in  Montana  and  to  maintain 
statistical  files  on  cancer  patients  for  research  and  educational 
use  by  interested  persons.  Much  of  the  information  centers 
around  diagnostic  determinations,  occurrence  rates,  treatment 
methods  and  results,  and  survival  statistics. 

The  Bureau  also  supervises  58  local  registrars,  vital  records 
maintained  by  county  Clerks  and  Recorders,  and  marriage  and 
divorce  reporting  by  Clerks  of  District  Court.  This  information 
and  other  consultation  services  are  provided  internally  to  other 
Department  functions  and  to  the  general  public.  The  Bureau  also 
publishes  an  annual  summary  of  vital  statistics  in  Montana. 

The  Bureau  has  two  statisticians  (one  being  the  Bureau  chief), 
one  research  specialist,  one  medical  records  administrator  and 
twelve  support  personnel.  The  Bureau  is  funded  with  a 
combination  of  state  general  and  federal  funds  and  revenue 
generated  from  fees  for  services. 
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CHEMISTRY  LABORATORY  BUREAU 

The  Chemistry  Laboratory  Bureau  provides  analytical  and 
consultation  services  to  various  programs  in  the  Department,  to 
other  state  agencies,  and  to  the  public.  The  Laboratory  is 
primarily  an  environmental  analysis  facility,  therefore  is  tied 
closely  to  several  federal  laws  and  their  state  counterparts. 
The  main  governing  laws  are:  Safe  Drinking  V/ater  Act,  Clean 
Water  Act,  Clean  Air  Act,  Resources  Conservation  and  Recovery 
Act,  and  Food,  Drug,  and  Cosmetics  Act. 

Water  testing  and  analysis  is  conducted  by  the  Bureau  for 
determination  of  concentrations  of  metals,  organic  and  inorganic 
compounds  in  drinking  water,  wastewater,  and  surface  and 
groundv;ater .  Analyses  are  conducted  for  the  Water  Quality  and 
Hazardous  and  Solid  Waste  Bureaus  in  the  Department  and  for  the 
Fish,  Wildlife  and  Parks  Department,  and  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency.  Private  water  samples  are  also  analyzed  for  a 
fee . 

Air  and  air-related  testing  to  determine  the  presence  of  metals 
or  organic  or  inorganic  compounds  and  particulates  is  another 
function  of  the  Chemistry  Laboratory.  Testing  is  primarily 
conducted  for  the  DHES  Air  Quality  and  Occupational  Health 
Bureaus . 

The  Bureau  is  also  responsible  for  testing  wastes  for  the  Solid 
and  Hazardous  Waste  Bureau.  Materials  are  tested  for  metals  and 
organic  compounds  to  determine  if  they  should  be  classified  as 
hazardous.  Additional  testing  and  analyses  are  conducted  at  the 
request  of  the  Food  and  Consumer  Safety  Bureau  on  food  and 
commercial  products  to  determine  the  presence  of  possible 
adulterants;  and  for  the  Occupational  Health  Bureau  for  toxic 
metals  or  organic  compounds  in  body  fluids. 
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The  Chemistry  Laboratory  assists  in  activities  of  the  Wastewater 
Laboratory  school  in  Havre.  Additionally,  technical  assistance 
is  available  to  any  laboratory  in  the  state  that  is  involved  in 
environmental  monitoring. 

The  Chemistry  Laboratory  Bureau  is  funded  with  state  general 
funds  and  fees  for  services.  Serving  with  the  bureau  chief  are 
five  chemists  and  one  laboratory  technician. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  BUREAU 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Bureau  provides  a  variety  of 
laboratory-related  services  to  Department  programs,  hospitals, 
physicians,  and  public  health  facilities  throughout  Montana. 
Water  testing  may  be  conducted  for  the  public  through  this 
Bureau.   Otherwise,  testing  is  authorized  through  a  physician. 

The  Bureau  conducts  testing  and  consultation  services  for  the 
Department's  communicable  disease  and  environmental  programs, 
assists  in  the  investigations  of  disease  outbreaks,  and  performs 
metabolic  testing  for  each  newborn  child  in  the  state,  including 
tests  for  phenylketonuria  (PKU),  galactosemia,  and  congenital 
hypothyroidism. 

Additionally,  the  Bureau  analyzes  drinking  water  for  potability 
and  certifies  laboratories  that  perform  microbiological  analysis 
of  drinking  water,  provides  prenatal  and  premarital  serologies 
(rubella  and  syphilis)  and  approves  laboratories  that  provide  the 
same,  registers  clinical  laboratory  personnel  statewide,  and 
serves  as  a  reference  laboratory  for  hospitals  and  other 
laboratories . 

The  Laboratory  provides  consultation  and  training  as  required  for 
laboratory  personnel  and  public  health  agencies  and  is  involved 
in  a  national  training  network  with  the  Center  for  Disease 
Control.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  licensed  through  the 
Health  Care  Financing  Administration  as  required  by  the  Clinical 
Laboratory  Improvement  Act. 

Working  v;ith  the  bureau  chief  are  twelve  microbiologists  and  five 
support  personnel.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Bureau  is  funded 
with  a  mixture  of  state  general  funds,  federal  funds,  and  with 
revenue  collected  for  laboratory  services.
